I. (currently amended) A method feg -of compensating e mbedding an id e ntification oodo into a 
digital audio r e cording filo, and tracking,- and cataloging th e e ncod e d audio rooordinfl 'Q broadcasts 
and transmissions to e nsur e proper compcnsatio n-dus-at least one performaa ee-artist responsible for 
generating content ofoa.-saida digital audio recording fil e for the performance o f the content, the 
content being included in a broadcast.- said the method comprising the steps of: 

embedding an identification code within a-the digital audio recording fil e to produce an 
encoded digital audio recording file : 

generating an identification record associated with the identification code and the digital 
audio recording file: 

g a a sfemag said encod e d digital audio recording file onto a digital signal compatible 
medium, 

transmitting said b roadcasting the encoded digital audio recording file as an encoded 
audio signals in the broadcas t s horoin tho transmitting is from a radi o , the broadcast being made 
bv one of a radio, television, cable, gncj satellite network and internet wefrsiie. the broadcast 
being remotely receivable simultaneously by a plurality of audience merrjher s or loloviQion station 
broadcast, including cable and oa t eHrto networks and int e rn e t w e bsit e s receiviag-6»td jhe 
e ncod e d . audio signal by a suitable digital signal detecting device; 

fooding tho received and e ncod e d audio s i gnal into a cross phasing means that incr eases 
&<Mioouraoy of an oncodcd sigual monitoring moans 

feeding the cross-phased r e ceiv e d- and onoodod audio signal into-satdjnonitoring means^ 
which monitoring moans recogniz e s the identification code; 

storing and associating the identification code and data related to the broadcast 
based on-sai d tfeethe identification code records -record a nd stores the identification code and 
transmission and broudoast related data as a batch file , saidjhg broadcast rolatod data - moluding a 
date that th e encod e d audio signal wa » *mHUtored, a time of day that tho onoodod audio signal 
wos-monitor od, -and tho duration of th e monitorod onoodod audio signal ; 

decoding and importing the batch file into a first database that catalogs performance; 
transmission and broadcast of the e noodod -audio signal, and 
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using-sakitbe first database to aooumtoly compensate the at least one pgrformanoe anist 
r e sponsibl e for g e n e rating content oo -s aidth* digital audio recording fil e. 

2. (previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the identification code embedded 
in the audio signal is a digital watermark. 

3. (previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of embedding the 
identification code is performed by encoding software. 

4. (previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the identification code is in the 
form of a non-audible digital signal that is not rendered inoperable by one or more generations of 
analog taping and broadcast compressions. 

5. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, farther comprising the steps of searching a 
second digital work library database to match the embedded identification code with the title of a 
digital audio work and its associated file information, and importing-saidjhe title and associated 
file information firom-sawLthe second digital work library database into the first database. 

6. (previously presented) The method of claim 5, further comprising the step of using the 
embedded identification code to match the digital audio work's title to the recorded and stored 
transmission or broadcast related data and pnnting a digital audio work usage report having both 
the title of the digital audio work and the transmission and broadcast related data. 

7. (previously presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the digital audio recording file 
further comprises video or multimedia. 

8. (previously presented) The method of claim I , wherein the first database is represented 
in the form of cue sheets. 

9. (currently amended) A rnetfrod of compensating at least ope qrfist responsible for content of 
a dipiral audio recording for die performance of the conten t A method for tracking and cataloging an 
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audio recording's broadcast* and transmissions to ensur e prop e r compensation duo ai looat ono 
performance artist rooponsiblo for generating cont e nt on saidJhQ audio rooording /-satdjhe method 
comprising the steps of: 

receiving-said the audio recording in a broadcast as an eftcodod audio signal, wherein th e 
onoodod audio aigna l 4s transmitt e d from a radio or television atarion broadcaat, including cabl e 
and satellite networks and internet w e bsite s the broadcast beine made b y one of a radio. 
television, ca ble, and satellite network and internet website, the broadcast being remotely 
receivable s imultaneously bv a plurality of audience members; 

feeding the rec e ived and onoodod audio signal into a monitoring means to make an 
identification o f . whioh raonitoring-meaas recognizes an id e ntification oodo of the audio 
recording; 

storing and associating the identifi cation and data related to the broadcast based on an 
i4entificaiion code record as a batch file: , and, bas e d on the identification oodo reeord s and stor e s 
the identification oodo and transmission and broadcast rolatod data up a batoh file, said broadcast 
r e lat e d dam including a data that the encod e d audio aignal was monitorod, a timeof day that th e 
encoded audio - signal was monitor e d, - and the duration-of - the - monitored encoded audio signal; 

decoding and importing the batch file into a first database that catalogs the transmission 
broadcast and the broadcast rolatod data data related to the broadcast of the e ncod e d audio 
signal- and 

using-sm4 Jh§ first database to prepare cue sheets containing the 4atq rented to foe the 
transmissio nb roadcast and broadoaot data as a moans for oompensatin gt o compensate the at least 
one p e rfonniUw »-artist^ ^o^ible - fbr - generaung cont e nt on th e e ncoded audio recording . 

1 0. (currently amended) The method of claim 9, further comprising the steps of searching a 
second audio work library database to match the identification code with the title of an audio 
work and its associated file information, and impoiting-saidjtig title and associated file 
information ftom-saidjhe second audio work library database into the first database. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The method of claim 1 0, further comprising the step of using the 
identification code to match the audio work's title to the recorded and stored teaaflmisaioa or 
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broadcast related data and printing an audio work usage report having both the title of the digital 
audio work and the mmsmiQQion and broadcast related data. 
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
